Opponents of health 
care law say country 
is on the wrong track 

Washington 

The health care debate has gen- 
erated intense levels of frustra- 
tion among the bill’s opponents, 
and those who say they are out- 
right angry almost universally 
believe that the country is going 
in the wrong direction — some say 
toward an America they no longer 
recognize. 

Of the 26 percent of people who 
described themselves as “angry” 
about the new law in a Washington 
Post poll, virtually all also said the 
country was on the wrong track. In 
follow-up interviews, many went 
beyond health care as they spoke of 
their misgivings about the changes 
taking place around them. 

“I grew up in the ’50s,” said 
Hugh Pearson, 63, a retired builder 
from Bakersfield, Calif “That was 
a wonderful time. Nobody was get- 
ting rich, nobody was doing every- 
thing big. But it was ‘Ozzie and 
Harriet’ days, ‘Leave It to Beaver’- 


type stuff Now we have all this 
MTV, expose-yourself stuff, and 
we have no morality left, not even 
by the legislators.” 

Pearson and others described a 
rising concern about a government 
they think is taking from the many 
and giving to the few. 

Tricia Farmer, 42, a pension 


administrator in Glenville, N.Y., 
said she is a Republican who wor- 
ries about the world her children 
will inherit. 

“What I worry about is that they 
aren’t going to have the choices that 
we had,” she said. “There are going 
to be mandates for everything. 
Mandates and taxes, more and 


more, a heavier burden on them. 
I’m feeling we’re headed toward a 
socialist society, and I feel that it’s 
not going to be reversible if it keeps 
going the way that it is.”

Karzai: Foreigners Ruined Vote 


Afghan president 
says U.N. interfered 
in fraudulent election 

Kabul 

Afghan President Hamid Karzai on 
Thursday lashed out at the United 
Nations and other foreigners in the 
country, accusing them of inten- 
tionally undermining Afghani- 
stan’s electoral process, the par- 
liament and his own ability to be 
an effective leader. 

Karzai’s comments escalated 
a political battle that began when 
he signed a presidential decree in 
February that revised Afghani- 
stan’s elections law to give him 
more power to appoint the mem- 


bers of what had been a U.N.-led 
commission that investigates vot- 
ing fraud. On Wednesday, the lower 
house of the parliament rejected 
that decree in a significant rebuke 
to Karzai, which he called uncon- 
stitutional. 

Karzai did not directly cite the 
United States in his comments to a 
gathering of Afghan election offi- 
cials, although he is under heavy 
pressure from the Obama adminis- 
tration to do more to fight his gov- 
ernment’s pervasive corruption. 
In his first visit to Afghanistan 
as commander in chief this week. 
President Obama urged Karzai to 
step up his efforts. 

Karzai said Thursday that there 
was “massive interference from 
foreigners” in the election. After

the first-round balloting, he was 
stripped of nearly 1 million votes.

They want me to 
be an illegitimate president, and 
they want the parliament to be 
illegitimate.” 

Karzai singled out Peter Gal- 
braith, the former deputy of the U.N. 
mission in Kabul, who was fired in 
a dispute over the U.N.’s handling 
of fraud in the Aug. 20 poll. 

Galbraith said that when he first 
heard Karzai was accusing him 
of organizing fraud, he thought it 
“must be an April Fools’ joke.” 

“Karzai is unhinged if he 
expects anyone to believe such 
a bizarre accusation,” Galbraith

Abuse Scandal Weighs on Catholic Leaders 



Vatican City 

Cardinals across Europe used their 
Holy Thursday sermons to defend 
Pope Benedict XVI from accusa- 
tions he played a role in cover- 
ing up sex abuse scandals, and an 
increasingly angry Vatican sought 
to deflect any criticism in the West- 
ern media. 

The relationship between the 
church and the media has become 
increasingly bitter as the scan- 
dal buffeting the 1 billion-mem- 
ber church has touched the pon- 
tiff himself. On Wednesday, the 
church singled out the New York 
Times for criticism in an unusual- 
ly harsh attack. 

On Holy Thursday, Benedict 
first celebrated a Mass in St. Peter’s 
Basilica dedicated to the union 
between the pope and the world’s 
priests. In the late afternoon, he 
washed the feet of 12 priests in 
a ceremony symbolizing humili- 
ty and commemorating Christ’s 
Last Supper with his 12 apostles 
on the evening before his Good 
Friday crucifixion. 

Although there were expecta- 


tions by some that the pope would 
address the crisis, Benedict made 
no reference to the scandal. 

Venice’s Cardinal Angelo Scola 
expressed solidarity with Bene- 
dict in his Holy Thursday hom- 
ily in the lagoon city, describing 
him as a victim of “deceitful accu- 
sations.” He praised the pope as 


seeking to remove all “dirt” from 
the priesthood. 

Warsaw Archbishop Kazimierz 
Nycz said the church should take 
notice of individual tragedies and 
treat abuse cases very seriously, 
but he criticized the media for “tar- 
geting the whole church, target- 
ing the pope, and to that we must 


say ‘no’ in the name of truth and 
in the name of justice.” 

And Vienna’s Cardinal Chris- 
toph Schoenborn, speaking of 
Benedict’s long years as head of 
a Vatican office that investigates 
abuse, said the future pope “had 
a very clear line of not covering up

India Launches World’s Largest Head Count 


Yearlong census aims 
to create national IDs 
for 1.2 billion citizens 

New Delhi 

India began a yearlong census of 
its billion-plus population Thurs- 
day in which it plans to photograph 
and fingerprint every citizen over 
the age of 15 to create a national 
database and then issue its first 
national identity cards. 


About 2.5 million census-takers 
began traveling across more than 
630,000 villages and 5,000 cities 
in an effort to visit every structure 
serving as a home, from tin shan- 
ties to skyscrapers, in what the gov- 
ernment calls the world’s largest 
administrative exercise. 

For the first time, they will note 
the availability of toilets, drinking 
water and electricity, and the type 
of building materials to create a 
comprehensive picture of housing 
in India. They will also take fin-

gerprints and photographs of each 
person and collect information on 
Internet, mobile phone and bank 
account use. 

The census-takers — most- 
ly local government officials or 
schoolteachers — also plan to 
include millions of homeless peo- 
ple who sleep on railway platforms, 
under bridges and in parks. 

So far, India has not had a sys- 
tem of national identity cards. The 
collection of fingerprints and pho- 
tographs will be linked with anoth- 


er massive exercise launched last 
year to assign every Indian an iden- 
tity number. 

“It is for the first time in human 
history that an attempt is being 
made to identify, count, enumer- 
ate and record, and eventually issue 
an identity card to 1.2 billion peo- 
ple,” Home Minister Palaniappan 
Chidambaram said. 

The total cost is expected to reach 
$1.2 billion, the government said. 

Most Indians welcome the ID 
cards, saying they will reduce the 
need for multiple ID papers and 
make it easier to receive govern-

Apple won’t say how many 
iPads it has sold in advance of 
their debut Saturday, and it’s 
hard to predict how many peo- 
ple will camp overnight and 
swamp Apple stores, as they 
did for last summer’s launch of 
the most recent iPhone. 

People like Matthew Rice 
won’t be ripping open any boxes 
Saturday, but only because he 
chose an $829 iPad with a 
“3G” data connection, which 
won’t ship until late April. He 
has owned four iPhones and 
just about every model of iPod 
ever produced. He uses an iMac 
at home and a MacBook Air lap- 
top on the road. 

But despite his near-complete 
catalog of Apple goods. Rice can find 
holes for the iPad to fill. It will be 
perfect for carting around PDF ver- 
sions of scientific articles he needs 
to read for his job, he says. And 
Rice, an avid photographer, hopes 
it will be a way to hand people an 
“album” and let them flip through 
photos of his travels.

The Nats’ forgotten 
franchise player eyes 
a hot start to the year 

The Nationals 

You’d hardly know he was there. 

The spring training drama has 
been all about can’t-miss pitching 
prospects and rookie shortstops. 
Will they make the club — and if 
not now, when? And who exactly 
is the right fielder? 

But after the final roster deci- 
sions have all been made and the 
president tosses out the first pitch 
on opening day, the most important 
player on the Washington Nation- 
als remains Ryan Zimmerman, the 
forgotten face of the franchise. 

And that’s a description he’s 
not likely to complain about. The 
third baseman, a five-year veteran 
at age 25, has swung a hot bat all 
spring, following a breakout sea- 
son in which for the first time he 
was protected in the lineup by legit- 
imate professional hitters in Adam 
Dunn and Josh Willingham. 

With those two following him in 
the order, Zimmerman, the Nation- 
als’ No. 3 hitter since 2006, hit .292 
with 33 home runs and 106 RBI.

sluggish finish last year in which 
his batting average fell 10 points 
in the season’s final month. 

“I’m getting to the point now 
where I feel almost there,” Zimmer- 
man told reporters last week.

As United spruces up 
RFK, its quest for a 
new home continues 

Major League Soccer 

D.C. United is doing what it can to 
spruce up RFK Stadium for Satur- 
day night’s home opener against 
New England. Huge new banners 
adorn the facade, new concession- 
aires such as Ben’s Chili Bowl and 
Ledo Pizza were added inside, and 
rapper Wale will perform on the 
Armory Mall before kickoff 

The effort is admirable, but it 
glosses over a frustrating truth. 
United is beginning a 15th season 
inside the crumbling money pit on 
East Capitol Street, and its inabil- 
ity to secure a stadium of its own 
has become a source of frustra- 
tion for the club, its fans and MLS. 
While expansion teams and low- 
er-profile organizations that can’t 
come close to matching D.C.’s tro- 
phy haul build their own facilities 
— there will be nine by season’s end 
and two more next year — United 
has been thwarted. 

“I am tired of going down for 
meetings and getting back-slapped, 
and faux press conferences with

mayors and local city officials to 
have them backtrack because they 
can’t get out of their own way,” 
MLS Commissioner Don Garber 


said last week. 

D.C.’s situation isn’t desperate, 
but it’s getting there. The club that 
was the league’s flagship is in dan- 
ger of falling behind. A 4-0 opening 
loss in Kansas City last weekend 
hasn’t helped, but President Kevin 
Payne has faith his young team will 
gel and that United “will find a sta- 
dium solution in this region that 
is a good one long term.” 

It’s been quiet since propos- 
als for Poplar Point and Prince 
George’s County fell through, but 


Payne said United “continues to 
be very diligent” in its search for 
a relatively urban location conve- 
nient to mass transit.

Whenever John Carlson gets a text 
or a phone call from friends and 
family back home in the Boston 
area, he invariably hears a differ- 
ent version of the same question:

Last April, Carlson was a junior 
hockey player in London, Ontario, 
Canada.

My husband remembers the first 
time he paid $5 for a movie. In the 
summer of 1975, he forked over a 
sawbuck to see “Jaws." 

Today, you can see “How to Train 
Your Dragon" in 3-D IMAX for $15.50 
— and that’s for an adult ticket at a 
matinee (the evening price is $17.50). 
You can see “Clash of the Titans" in 
3-D for the low, low price of $14.50 
(save two bucks by 
skipping work and 
catching it in the after- 
noon). 

I don't mean 
to sound all Andy 
Rooney, but I went to 
the HFStival in 1994 
for $15, a concert that 
lasted all day and included the Violent 
Femmes, Pavement and my then- 
favorite band. Toad the Wet Sprocket. 
(Don’t judge. I was 17.) 

I’m not saying 3-D — and the con- 
current surge in tickets — is bad for 
movies. In fact, it might actually lead 
to better-quality blockbusters. If a 
family is going to drop close to $40 
for a night out, I hope they’ll demand a 
good story, not just, “Ooooo, it’s com- 
ing right at us!" Maybe jacking up the 
price is what it takes to get people to 
be more selective. 

Or maybe 3-D is on its way to 
being what color is now: an assumed 
part of the moviegoing experience. I 
laugh when my husband describes 
his shock at a $5 movie (he does say 
it was worth it); my son will prob- 
ably laugh when I tell him I saw my 
first 3-D movie when I was 31. And 
then he’ll put his glasses on and turn 
toward the screen, just like he does 
every time he sees a movie.

Who wants to be a god, anyway? 

That’s the principle twist 
inserted into the new “Clash of 
the Titans,” a remake of the fond- 
ly recalled, technologically dated 
1981 film about the fury of the 
gods of Mount Olympus and the 
rise of the young, earthly demi- 
god Perseus. 

This time, Perseus (Sam Wor- 
thington) bears a distaste for his 
godlike nature: He just wants to 
be a regular dude and do normal 
guy stuff, like ride his winged horse 
Pegasus on the beach. 

It’s perhaps a fitting updating 
of the film for an era marked by 
distrust for political leaders and 
Internet-empowered masses. Now, 
even the gods are spurned in their 
own movie: Deity is so out. 

On Mount Olympus, that gold- 
en round table in the clouds, Zeus 
(Liam Neeson) is angry at an 
ungrateful mankind and lets loose 
his brother Hades (Ralph Fiennes) 
to destroy the city of Argos. 

As a new citizen of Argos, Per- 
seus (the son of Zeus) doesn’t much 
like this. He sets off to defeat a 
number of mythical creatures, 
including a serpentine Medusa and 
the sea-dwelling Kraken. 

“Titans” will likely lure movie- 
goers chiefly by its digital effects 
(which are forgettable) and its 
promise of 3-D spectacle (which 
disappoints altogether). 

Like several blockbusters being 
released in the post-“Avatar” envi- 
ronment, “Clash of the Titans” 
was made in 2-D but converted to 
3-D in post-production. Audienc-

Film Review 

In the modest D.C.-based film “Toe 
to Toe ” Jesse and Tosha are seniors 
on the lacrosse team at a posh sub- 
urban Washington prep school that, 
like a jammed go-go club (featur- 
ing the Backyard Band) and other 
area backdrops, will strike a famil- 
iar chord with local filmgoers. 

The two protagonists of this 
resourceful, if occasionally forced, 
teen melodrama make an unlikely 
pair: Jesse (Louisa Krause) is the 
spoiled, lonely daughter of privilege 
who manifests emotional neediness 
by engaging in compulsive, promis- 


cuous sex. Tosha (Sonequa Mar- 
tin) is serious, focused and driv- 
en in her dream of getting into an 
Ivy League school, despite a back- 
ground of financial hardship and 
meager social support. 

As “Toe to Toe” opens, Jesse 
and Tosha seem well on their way 
to being team rivals, but instead 
they become improbable friends. 
The somber Tosha visits Jesse at her 
architecturally pristine mansion, 
and Jesse makes her first sojourn to 
Anacostia to take Tosha home. 

The fiction debut of writer- 
director Emily Abt, “Toe to Toe” 
evinces an alert sense of the eco- 
nomic and racial disparities in 
Washington, where privilege and 
powerlessness exist within such 
dizzying proximity. 

“Toe to Toe” often feels 


like “Bend It Like Beckham” 
meets “Crazy/Beautiful.” And with 
its schematic plot and characteriza- 
tions, there are times when it feels 


less like an organic story than an 
essay in which social-issue boxes 
are being checked off with mech- 
anistic regularity. (The most egre- 


gious example is a climactic scene 
of littie-girl-lost grief that spills over 
into gratuitous histrionics.) 

But “Toe to Toe” deserves cred- 
it for delving into the rich dynam- 
ics of interracial friendship and 
teenage social tectonics. And it 
features some terrific acting. In a 
bold, even fearless performance, 
Krause strikes an assured balance 
between emotional fragility and 
provocative physicality. And Mar- 
tin makes an exceptionally prom- 
ising debut as a young woman of 
catlike composure and self-pos- 
session. Her scenes with Les- 
lie Uggams, as Tosha’s vinegary 
grandmother, pay resonant hom- 
age to generations of anonymous 
self-sacrifice and fierce deter- 
mination that keep hope alive.

You Can’t Be Serious 


‘Don McKay’ aims 
for black humor but 
ends up feeling silly 

Film Review 

Film noir laced with black comedy 
is one of the hardest cinema styles 
to pull off For a first-time director, 
it’s even daring, since you’re start- 
ing your career with a lemon if the 
twists and gags of your weird lit- 
tle mystery don’t connect. 

The Coen brothers did it on 
“Blood Simple,” the film that 
inspired Jake Goldberger to try his 
hand with “Don McKay,” an admi- 
rable attempt even if the film only 
works spottily. 

“Don McKay” delivers plenty 
of wicked humor, thanks large- 
ly to the eager cast led by Thom- 
as Haden Church, Elisabeth Shue 
and Melissa Leo. But the laughs 
come in disjointed fashion, the film 
unfolding not as a coherent story 
but an escalating spiral as each 
character one-ups the next with

crazier and crazier revelations. 

Haden Church has the tide role, 
a school janitor quietly going about 
his business until one day receiv- 
ing a letter from his teenage sweet- 
heart, Sonny (Shue), the love of his 
life he hasn’t seen in 25 years. 

Don rushes back to his home- 
town, where Sonny tells him she’s 
dying and wants to spend the rest 
of her short life with him. If that’s 
not a strange-enough way to rekin- 
dle ancient romance. Sonny’s live- 


in nurse, Marie (Leo), behaves more 
like a warden, and Don’s ex is con- 
tinually hazy and changeable on 
the details of all the years since 
they parted. 

Suspicion and strangeness 
mounts as Don encounters an old 
friend. Sonny’s jealous doctor, an 
amiable thug and an inquisitive 
taxi driver. Virtually everyone is 
hiding something, and Goldberg- 
er is stingy about revealing any- 
thing for much of the way. 

When “Don McKay” finally 
spills its secrets, they come in a tor- 
rent so rapid that the movie lapses 
into silliness just as the suspense 
is supposedly peaking. 

The climax remains very enter- 
taining, but it’s more of a film-noir 
spoof ending that feels too madcap 
after the long, nearly static setup 
Goldberger maintained early on. 

Goldberger already has another 
project, a coming-of-age story he’s 
writing and directing. While “Don 
McKay” never quite comes togeth- 
er, it’s a sign of a coming talent on

ALICE IN WONDERLAND (PG, 109 
minutes)Tim Burton haswisely avoided 
producing a mere pop-up illustration of 
Lewis Carroll’s books, instead finding 
inspiration in Alice (Mia Wasikowska), 
the Mad Hatter (Johnny Depp), the Red 
Queen (Helena Bonham Carter) and 
other familiar characters, and putting 
them into a brand-new story. Burton’s 
signature gnarled, gothic aesthetic 
runs throughout, but it’s the women 
who steal the show, from the somber, 
self-possessed Wasikowska to Bonham 
Carter’s scenery-chewing tantrums, to 
Anne Hathaway’s veryfunny turn as the 
White Queen.

he’s the haLf-human, half-divine son of the 
Greek god Poseidon— will be disappoint- 
ed to Learn that, in the translation of this 
first book from page to screen, the title 
character has gone from a wisecracking 
misfit who wakes up with superpowers to, 
well, a washout. Percy (Logan Lerman) is 
a pretty boy with good hair but no discern- 
able interior Life. When Percy is accused 
of stealing a Lightning bolt belonging to 
Zeus(Sean Bean), the boyand his friends 
must putthings right. It’s not justthat it’s 
a Lot Less funny than the book. It’s also a 
Lot Less fun. (mo) 

A PROPHET (R, 149 minutes) The audi- 
ence enters the nameless prison at the 
same time as the film’s protagonist, a 
19-year-oLd of Arab descent named Malik 
(Tahar Rahim). Malik immediately defends 
histurfwhen two inmates try to steal his 
sneakers: soon he’sapproached by Cesar 
(Niels Arestrup), the Leader of a Corsican 
gang that runs thejail as its own domain. 
Although Cesar mistrusts the Muslims 
who are beginning to outnumber his 
minions, he comes to trust Malik, who 
Learns not only the ways of crime and 
revenge, but also howto read and write. 
Such are the ironies that keep French 
director Jacques Audiard’s film absorb- 
ingly off-baLance. (AH) 

REMEMBER ME (PG-13, 98 minutes) 
Ostensibly, the movie is the story of 
TyLer Hawkins (Robert Pattinson) and 
his emotionaLLy bullying father (Pierce 
Brosnan). The plot is set in motion when 
our hero is arrested after trying to stop 
a street fight, then mouthing off to the 
investigating cop (Chris Cooper). Enter 
the cop’s beautiful daughter, ALLy(EmiLie 
de Ravin). TyLer starts dating ALLy as a way 
to get back at her father but ends up fall- 
ing in Love with her without meaning to. 
Butthere’ssomething else hidden inside 
that’s so stunning, yet so stunningly obvi- 
ous, that it functions Like a kind of ticking 
time bomb in the corner of the screen. By 
the time the darn thing goes off, there’s 
only a sense of relief, (mo) 

REPO MEN (R, 111 minutes) Could a world 
actually exist in which artificial organs 
bought on credit could be repossessed 
from their delinquent containers by 
Taser-wieLding corporate ninjas? That 
director Miguel Sapochnik can even ask 
the question makesfor a thriller with the 
proper quotient of paranoia. Jude Law 
plays Remy, the top repo man for the 
Union, a monolithic muLtinationaL-cum- 
government that urges transplants onto 
ailing customers and then tracks them 


down when they don’t make their pay- 
ments. Butwhen Remy hasa heartattack, 
he gets a transplant he can’t pay for, and 
the hunter becomes the hunted, (ja) 
SHE’S OUT OF MY LEAGUE (R, 104 
minutes) This crass comedy is the story 
of Kirk (Jay BarucheL) and MoLLy (Alice 
Eve). He’s a schLubby airport security 
screener without a coLLege degree, and 
she’s a gorgeous and successful Lawyer- 


turned-party planner. BarucheL is no 
troLL, but he’s hardly a heartthrob. MoLLy, 
by comparison, is a “hard 10," as Kirk’s 
boorish friends keep reminding him: aLL 
blond hair, perfectteeth and presumably 
unbridled Libido. ALL of which Leads Kirk 
to undergo, with descending frequency: 
neurotic Levels of insecurity (not funny), 
public ridicuLe(sLightLyfunny)andthe kind 
of performance anxiety that causes him 


to drop his coins in front of the slot ma- 
chine, if you know what I mean, (mo) 
SHUTTER ISLAND (R, 138 minutes)This 
gothic thriller begins in 1954, when two 
U.S. marshals (Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Mark RuffaLo), arrive atthe eponymous is- 
land just off Massachusetts, where Looms 
the impenetrable AshecLiffe HospitaLfor 
the criminaLLy insane. The marshals have 
been detailed to find a prisoner who has 


suddenly vanished from her Locked ceLL. 
Martin Scorsese creates a pastiche of 
moody atmosphere, stylized flashbacks 
and dream sequences and a devotion to 
flagrant violence that finally turns rancid 
and repulsive, (ah)
